From players’ view: 


“Nice guys can win 


Editors note. The: 1976 
football season is off and 
running, and to get a view of 
the outlook for BYU, Monday 
Magazine asked Brian Billick, a 
communications major from 
Redlands, Calif., to write the 
following story from a member 
of the team’s point of view. 
Billick is a tight end who caught 
19 passes last year. He is one of 
the bright spots in the Cougar 
offensive line. :

Occasionally “‘nice guys” do 
finish first. This year, BYU has 
just those “nice guys’ who 
could take the WAC football 
championship. At least that’s 
the feeling of coaches and 
players. 

When I first accepted the 
assignment to write this story I 
was a little hessitant because of 
my closeness to the team. But 
then I decided it would take 
one of the players to really get 
across the concept of pride and 
determination of a common 
goal that this year’s football 
team has. 

LaVell Edwards has put 
together a staff of diverse 
characters and personalities, 
which has the ability to draw 
together to form a _ cohesive 
meshing of ideas and methods. 

Doug Scovil, offensive 
coordinator, has spent the last 
six years coaching the San 
Francisco 49ers. He has seen a 
lot of quality players and has 
seen their motivations. ‘““Above- 
all, you need the discipline to 
push yourself to improve with 
each day,” said Coach Scovil. 
With the schedule we have in- 
the next two weeks — Colorado 
State and Arizona — two key 
games in reaching the Fiesta 
Bowl, Coach Scovil pushes each 
of us to have. the conscious 
discipline it takes to improve. 

Pride is the key factor in any 
discipline. Fred Whittingham, 
former pro player, coaches the 


linebackers. After 10 years in 
the pros, there are few players 
on the team that are in as good 
shape as Coach Whittingham. 

This. type of personal 
discipline rubs off on our 
linebacking corps. They are 
physically the toughest group I 
have ever gone against. It will 
take this type of physical 
toughness to beat Arizona 
State. 

Dick Felt, also an ex-pro 
player, knows what he is talking 
about when he speaks on the 
“intensity” it takes to be a 
winner. Coach Felt is in charge 
of the defensive backs. “This is 
particularly true of the 
defensive backs because of the 
constant pressure of being beat 
deep,” says Coach Felt. 

Every body in the stadium can 
see when a defensive back 
makes mistakes, so he must be 
very intense yet have a constant 
control of his situation. 

Dave Kragthorpe, offensive 
line coach, and Coach Edwards 
spoke on the true character of 
this: year steam. Coach 
Kragthorpe mentioned the idea 
of our “nice kids. Because of 
the moral and ethical ideas 


stressed on campus this 
becomes a basic part of their 
(the players) character.” 


Many might consider this a 
detriment in a violent sport 
such as football. Yet as Coach 
Kragthorpe goes on to say, “It 
is this very thing that our kids 
use to motivate and discipline 
themselves to achieve their 
goals.” 


Coach Edwards depicts it 
best by ‘saying, “This year’s 
team is a perfect example of 
how responsibility and 
dedication can be a corner 
stone of a fine team.” There are 
more married players and 
returned missionaries than ever 
before on this year’s team. 


““All these qualities are 
needed to have the consistency 
needed to be a winner,” sums 
up one coach. Pride, discipline, 
determination; they are merely 
words until a group of men, a 
coaching staff, can instill them 
into a team. BYU can feel good 
in that its football program not 
only turns out fine players, but 
fine men as well.

organization endorsed Jimmy 
Carter while the president of an 
even bigger farm group said he’s 
probably going to vote for 
President Ford. 

The announcements of 
support came as the two 
candidates entcred the final 
week of preparation for their 
first nationally broadcast 
debate Thursday, which might 
have more effect than any 
endorsement. 

But to show how highly he 
values his endorsement by the 
National Education 

Association, Carter went 
personally to NEA headquarters 
in Washington and took along 
his running mate, Sen. Walter F. 
Mondale. 

About 7,000 representatives 
from the 1.8 million-member 
organization voted more than 4 
TO- 1 elo emedorse et hire 
Carter-Mondale ticket rather 
than Ford and Sen. Robert 
Dole, said NEA President John 
Ryor. 

It was the first presidential 
endorsement in NEA’s 119-year 
history. 

Ryor pointed to teachers’ 
high education level, past 
record of more than 90 per cent 
voter turnout, and the NEA 
structure of more than 12,000 
local associations to show the 
value of the :endorsement, 

After. accepting the 
endorsement, Carter flew south 
to campaign in Mississippi with 
Sens. James O. Eastland. and 
John Stennis. He was invited to 
address the Arkansas 
Democratic convention in Hot 
Springs later in the day. 

While Dole planned speeches 
later Friday at the Minnesota 
Farm Fest. and in Birmingham, 
Ala,,..Ford stayed in 
Washington, as he has done 
most of the time since the 
campaign opened on Labor 
Day. : 

Barts asnev-a ft ie 1 1,010 
appointment with a group of 
Republican women illustrated 
how the President brings his 
campaign to the White House 
when he doesn’t go on the 
campaign trail himself. 

Ford also won the tentative 
endorsement of the president of 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the nation’s largest 
farm organization. 

Allan Grant of Visalia, Calif., 
said Ford’s farm policies are 
more popular among farmers 
than proposals offered by 
Carter. 

Grant told a news conference 
in2Wichata,. Kan. <the 
Republican platform is more 
nearly in line with Farm Bureau 
policy than the _ Democratic 
platform, and Mr. Ford’s public 
speeches are more nearly in line 
with Farm Bureau philosophy 
than Carter’s public speeches. 

“On the basis of that at this 
point, I would probably vote 
for Mr. Ford,” he said. 

The 2.5-million member farm 
bureau as an organization does 
not endorse either candidate, he 
added. 

There were these other 
political developments: 


I HOPE YOU HAVE

said Ford will go home to 
Grand Rapids, Mich., on 
election eve, Nov. 1, vote the 
next morning, then return to 
Washington to await results and 
a hoped-for victory party at the 
White House. 

—Dole told a conference of 
the Multiple Sclerosis Society 
that a national program of 
catastrophic health insurance 
will be enacted next year 
regardless of who wins 
presidential election. 

Dole, whose. right arm was 
permanently injured during 
World War Il, said he “can be 
somewhat of a symbol for those 
who have a problem. You can 
advance being handicapped — 
my standing here shows that.” 

—Carter’s issues director, 
Stuart Eisenstat, said in Atlanta 
that Carter presidential news 
conferences might be arranged 
so that television viewers could 
call in questions, and that 
Carter might schedule sessions 
at which people with 
complaints, problems and 
requests could come see him 
without appointment. :

That really hurt because if I

In July of 1967 my cover was 
almost blown. Two officers 
from the Office of Naval 
Intelligence (ONI) from San 
Francisco came to Salt Lake to 
investigate someone working in 
the space program for the Navy 
Department. This individual 
was associating with known 
communists and was attending 
anti-war meetings in the area. I 
was also attending those 
meetings and sent a report to 
the FBI identifying those 
present.

There was many a raised 
eyebrown during the Utah GOP 
summer convention when State 
Senator Dixie Leavitt outdrew 
Attorney General Vernon B. 
Romney 40 to 35 per cent in 
the delegate voting. Romney’s 
co-workers and supporters may 
have been just a little worried 
about that, but on Sept. 
(4 primary electron 
morning—Romney himself 
seemed confident enough. 

“A convention resembles a 
primary election in the same 
sense that. a tomatoe would 
resemble a banana,” he said. 
“You cannot get a one-on-one 
approach to everybody in a 
primary the way you can in a 
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convention, and you can’t 
really lean on them or use as 
much leverage. You have to 
pretty well go by your public 
record.” 

Nor was he particularly 
wotried by the strong support 
that Leavitt had- allegedly 
received from some of the top 
officers of Salt Lake’s fuel and 
power companies: “When some 
of the folks began to see the 
polls I think that some of that 
support began to erode,” he 
said. “I think they also found 
that l-awas really not 
anti-utilities-I am not: I think 
the utilities deserve to make a 
profit; I think the people 
deserve to have fair rates—it’s a 
question of implementing both 
of these necessities at the same 
time.” 

Romney added: “I certainly 
don’t want to be classified as 
anti-business either, because [I 
certainly am not; and the list of 
contributors to my campaign 
would indicate that I’m not 
anti-business.”’ 

Romney’s confidence was 
certainly justified: the victory 
that had been predicted all 
along by the polls came to him 
in actuality last Tuesday when 
he defeated Mr. Leavitt by a 
total of 10,978 votes. | 

‘‘T thought I’d noticed .a 
lackadaisical attitude (among 
voters), he said, “but we’ve 
had a thousand people out 
marching for us door to 
door—taking literature. in Salt 
Lake, Logan, Ogden, Davis 
County and Provo. And that 
really is a lot of people. I guess 
what you really have to do is go 
after them and ask them, 
scratch them a little bit to get 
them interested—but they’re 
coming out of the woodwork 
now, it seems.” 

So now that the primary is 
past, Romney will face 
Democrat Scott Matheson in 
the race tor. Utah s 
governorship: “We're already 
campaigning,’ he said. “I’m 
going to campaign on a very 
positive note. ’'m not going to 
campaign against my opponent, 
I’m going to campaign in my 
own favor. I think people are 
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ready for a change in Utah. I 
think, no matter what party it 
is, no matter how popular a 
governor has been, no matter 
how effective he’s been—I think 
the people of Utah are not of a 
mind to have one party stay in 
office for at least 16 years.” 

When speaking of Utah’s 
potential for economic 
development, Romney said, 
“Utah does rank low as far as 
per capita income is concerned. 
I think it ranks around the 40th 
position out of 50 states. 

“T think we need to attract 
more industry; I think we need 
to be aggressive in doing this. 
We have to point out the stable 
work force, the recreational 
advantages, the scenic beauties 
here, and that Utah’s a good 
place to live in a way which has 
not been successfully done 
before. And when we can 
succeed in this, then I suppose 
we can look forward to an 
economic development. We 
have the resources here; it’s 
only a question of producing 
the energy and utilizing those 
resources.” 

In addition to being a 
dedicated and serious politician, 
Romney is also bishop of the 
Colonial Hills LDS Ward in Salt 
Lake City and he has a daughter 
on a mission in Uruguay. 

Romney summed up his 
~belief in and his hopes for the 
future by saying: “I think 
there’s no area of human 
endeavor that gives a better 
opportunity to an individual to 
serve his fellow men, with the 
exception of religious activity, 
than politics. And by the same 
token, there’s no area where a 
person can do more harm, and 
that’s why we need good 
people—substantial, honest, 
intelltsent, perceptive 


people—in public office. And 
when we get enough of them, 
and enough support from the 
voters and political workers, _ 
then I think we’re going to be 

able to do something about the

With a good campaign, the 
Democrats have an “excellent 
chance’’ at winning the 
governorship and other state 
offices, according to State 
Democratic Party Chairman. 
Justin Stewart. “I don’t 
believe you ever have an 
election sewed up,” says 


Stewart, “Utah is politically 
very volatile. Anything can 
happen.’ 


Stewart says that Utah has 
been called a “‘weather-vane” 
of national politics. “In all 
but two elections Utah has 
voted along with the nation. 
Jimmy Carter will appeal to 
many more Utahns than past 
Democratic candidates, he 
explains. “The chances are 
better than average that the 
state will go Democratic and 
vote for Carter.” 

Stewart thinks Utahns are 
interested in getting rid of the 
Nixon-Ford tradition. 
“*President. Ford was 
appointed by Nixon: he 
pardoned Nixon; he retained 
almost all of Nixon’s cabinet 
and almost all of Nixon’s 
economic policies.” 

The Carter-Ford debates

with the political system. 
Clearly, though they may lock 
horns over some candidates, 
voter registration is the concern 
of both clubs. 

Miss Paxman shuffles papers 
in the academics office and 
contemplates’ the purpose of 
the week, which has been 
months in preparation.

Utah residents will find it a 


simple matter to register to vote - 


with registrars for Orem and 
Provo residents on hand. “Even 
students who didn’t vote in the 
primary can register and vote in 
the November 2 general 
election,’’ emphasizes Miss 
Paxman, who admits there has 


been some confusion on 
the issue. 

Out of state students have 
two options — to register in 


their home state by absentee 
and vote absentee ballot, or to 
register and vote in Utah. 

If a student chooses the 
latter, he should carefully weigh 
the consequences, however; 
especially if he doesn’t intend 
to live in Utah permanently. 
You may be registered in one 
state only—resulting in lost 
privileges in your home state, in 
some cases. . 

One such consequences is 
that upon returning home to 
attend school, out-of-state 
tuition may have to be paid. 
State scholarships may also be 
revoked, and veterans’ bonuses 
withdrawn because residency in 
the home state is broken. 

For those who wish to keep 
residences in states other than 
Utah, but are not registered to 
vote there, all that is required is 
a signature and the name of the
